Boy Who Found Body 


Quizzed; Father Irked

Fourteen-year-old Jeff Do­ 
herty of Kentfield, one of the 
two boys who found the body 
of young murder victim Lorna 
.Jane Lax, was questioned by 
sheriff’s inspectors last night 
for nearly two hours. 
Today, Jeff’s father, Richard 
E. Doherty of 5 Hillside avenue, 
“gave his son’s version of events 
leading up to the grisly dis­ 
covery. 
Doherty, a lumberman, said 
Jeff arrived home at about 3:20 
p.m. Monday from Redwood 
High School, where he is a 
freshman. 
“I made Mm change into his 
old clothes, as I always do,” the 
father said. “Then I told him, 
‘Before you disappear, I want 
you to fill up the woodbox.* 
This took him about 10 or 15 
minutes, and the next thing I 
knew he was gone. 
“He told me later that he 
went to the College of Marin 
tennis courts to watch some 
people playing tennis. 
“It must have been about 
3:45 p.m. when the Fortner boy 
(Norman Fortner, 13, of 65 Her­ 
mit lane, Kentfield) came up to 
my son at the courts and said,

‘Hay, Jeff, I want to show you 
something.* 


“Jeff said he went with 
Norman into the bushes and 
saw this so-called ‘fort’— 
and there she was!

Dead in her “fort” was 12- 
year-old Lorna.

Supervisors Authorize Negotiations 


To Buy 10 Acres At Novato Airport 


Negotiations to purchase 10 
acres, including the existing 
runway of the Novato Airport, 
were authorized by the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors 
yesterday after long discussion 
in which some unkind epithets 
such as “third-rate mudpatch” 
mingled with praise of the proj­ 
ect. 
Supervisor William A. Gnoss 
of Novato pushed hard for 
some sort of action at least 
partly carrying out written rec­ 
ommendations of County Ad­ 
ministrator Donald A. Jensen, 
who presented the views of the 
Novato A i r p o r t Committee 
named by the supervisors. 
The letter contained as its 
first recommendation the sin­ 
gle move, finally approved, 
which is expected to involve 
outlay of $10,000 from aviation 
gas tax funds. 
No action was taken on oth­ 
er recommendations including

ments and a program of pro­ 
gressive purchases until the

Marked divergencies on fi­ 
nancial estimates soon came to 
light aftor the letter had been 
read. Marvin W. Brigham, di­ 
rector of puclic works, estimat­ 
ed tota1 cost at $65 000 instead 
of $25,000, and said 18 lather 
than six inches of fill \ i uld be 
needed as workable base. 
Supervisor Vera L. Schultz 
suggested that the car was be­ 
ing put before the horse in that 
the purchase was taking prece­ 
dence over matters of policy 
raised in Jensen’s letter.

Yesterday the Marin Board of Super­ 
visors was told by a representative of a 
state agency that the supervisors were 
not allowed to know what that agency 
was doing in Mann because the public 
might find out about it. 
A representative of the State Depart­ 
ment of Corrections said no report 
would be given to the supervisors on a 
current “elaborate study" of Marin 
county jail because “we've had a couple 
of unfortunate incidents when the re­ 
ports got to the press.*’ 
This development follows by just four 
days a commendation in this space for 
your new directive issued to all state 
departments, including Department of 
Corrections. 
In Point 3 of the five- 
point directive you said this: 
3—I do not want censorship of any 
kind. The mass media fear that self­ 
censorship i by subordinates) might be 
caused by uncertainty or timidity about 
the ultimate reactions of higher offi­ 
cials. Such censorship is just as danger­ 
ous to democracy as any censorship ac­ 
tually exercised by top officials, and the 


public's right to know is thus frequently 
infringed by indirection. 
Governor Brown, we're sorry so soon 
to have to point out to you a flagrant 
violation of your directive. Not only is 
our county jail study laid out to infringe 
the public’s right to know, but in so 
doing bureaucrats are actually depriv­ 
ing 
the 
responsible 
governmental 
agency of knowledge of their actions. 
This is censorship whether ordered 
from above or the result of uncertainty 
and timidity below. 
The people of Marin know. Governor, 
that they have a problem in their county 
jail. It is overcrowded and some facili­ 
ties are inadequate. One woman lost her 
life in an accident in the jail in the past 
year. 
Trying to keep additional information 
secret is the height of folly. The people 
of Marin want to know and have the 
right to know any findings of the state 
investigators just as fast as they become 
available. The supervisors must be in­ 
formed so they can act with dispatch to 
correct situations which might be un­ 
covered, without waiting for the red 
tape of Sacramento. 
We believe from your directive that 
you feel the same way, Governor. That 
is why we are calling this incident to 
your attention.

Legislators Launching Drive 


To Have Their Pay Raised 50% 


SACRAMENTÓ ( C N S ) — 
During the next year. Cali­ 
fornians will see a lot of prop­ 
aganda on behalf of a measure 
which will be on. the Novem­ 
ber, I9601 general e i e c t i o n 
ballot. 
This is mentioned so the 
people 
can 
be forewarned 
about this propaganda, which 
may subtlely or not so subtle- 
ly promote the cause of rais­ 
ing salaries for state legisla­ 
tors. 
Already receiving $500' per 
month, plus expenses, t h e 
legislators want pay raised to 
$750 per month, plus expenses 
and have voted a constitution­ 
al amendment to that effect. 


THE VOTERS of California 
turned the legislators down in 
1958 on a requested pay raise, 
but that raise, was tied to vari­ 
ations *in supervisors salaries, 
and did not fix a specific fig­ 
ure for payment of the solons. 
But now the legislature ap­ 
parently plans to conduct a 
widespread 
publicity 
cam­ 
paign on, its own behalf, ac­ 
cording to the thinking of 
Assemblyman Richard T. Han­ 
na, tD-Orange County), chair­ 
man of the Assembly Rules 
Committee. This committee, 
incidentally, c o n t r o l s t h e 
money the Assembly spends 
during the interim period. 


HANNA IS URGING h i s 
colleagues in the legislature 
to contact women’s clubs and 
service organization in their 
respective districts for sup­ 
port of the amendment. 
In a letter to all legislators, 
he said he believes the mem­ 
bers should give the people 
of the state “an equal oppor­ 
tunity to hear the story of our 
legislative activity, and the 
problems of the legislature.” 
Hanna calls attention to the 
National Legislative Council, 
which at a recent meeting in 
Denver, Colo., announced that 
“state legislatures are fight­ 
ing back from a long' decline 
in. relative efficiency and ade­ 
quacy, arid from a public atti­ 
tude toward them r a n g i n g 
from indifference and d i s - 
trust and even derision.” 
The announcement callad 


attention to the fact that legis­ 
latures have been eclipsed 
within states by the growing 
power and prestige of gover­ 
nors and of executive depart­ 
ments. This is true in. Cali­ 
fornia. where the governor 
makes $40,000 annually, and 
a mere legislator, only $6,000. 


WHETHER OF NOT the 
legislators need a raise in sal­ 
ary at the coming election re­ 
mains a question in the minds 
of the people. The legislature 
originally was intended to be 
made up of s u b s t a n t i a l 
citizens, w’ho took time from 
their normal business pur­ 
suits to make the laws of the 
state and the nation. 


Times have changed, how­ 
ever, and the legislature .grad­ 
ually has moved to the 'point 
where it is made up of “ca­ 
reer” men, who have no other 
business, and who devote their 
full time to matters of legis­ 
lation. 
Although still a step above 
civil service, legislators enjoy 
many of the benefits received 
by 
other 
government 
em­ 
ployees. and in fact, h a v e 
voted themselves an e v e n 
more 
generous 
retirement 
system.

Lt. Wallen Summers of San 
Anselmo, one of the para­ 
troopers jumping last Sunday 
in the mass air assault on 
Beale Air Force Base, said he 
thoroughly enjoyed the jump. 
“It’s such a pleasure to get 
out of the plane, I'm happy 
to go,” he explained. 
After a ride on one of the 
C-119-’s 'used to jockey the 
troopers. I can see his point. 
By no stretch of the imagin­ 
ation can it be called Cham­ 
pagne Class flying. 


I.WAS ONE of more than 
a dozen newsmen who made 
the trip to Beale in one of the 
“Flying Boxcars.” We con­ 
curred that they are every­ 
thing the name implies. 
Seating arrange men Is a r e 
such that the passengers face 
one another across the cavern­ 
ous interior. You look at the 
man sitting across from you 
because there are no wide, 
scenic windows through which 
you can point your Brownie 
camera at the countryside be­ 
low'. 
Above your head, running 
the length of each side of the 
plane and terminating at the 
back doors, are a pair of 
cables to which the rip-cords 
of the jumpers' chutes are at­ 
tached... This is a precaution 
insuring the opening of the 
chute in the event the jumper 
forgets to pull the business 
end of the release cable on 
his way down. 


THE VISITING newhounds, 
however, were fitted into mam 
ually - operated chutes. This 
meant we must, if necessary, 
jump out (keeping the elbows 
in and head down) and pull 
the panic ring ourselves. 
If we fail to do so, we are 


told, we would r e a c h t h e 
ground in roughly eight sec­ 
onds.. The chute, if open, slows 
the descent and considerably 
cushions the eventual arrival 
at the bottom of the ride. 
The regular troopers carry 
a spare chute strapped across 
their chest in case the first 
one malfunctions. We visitors 
are given no second chance, 
being fitted only with a single* 
O' job and no money-back guar­ 
antee attached. 


ALL THIS IS carefully ex- 
plained to us by our pilot, Lew 
Glaeser of Corte Madera, a 
flying reserve major with the 
349th Troop Carrier W i n g 
from Hamilton. 
Presumably we are to shout 
“Gerónimo!” as we leave the 
comparatively firm footing of 
the flying crate and drop into 
space. 
The parachute fitting w a s 
only the beginning of our dis­ 
comfiture. Next we w e r e 
strapped, into place by seat 
belts, obviously designed for 
underweight midgets. We also 
were warned not to light cig­ 
arettes until airborne. 
Fortunately, there was no 
necessity to test the uplifting 
quality of the silk umbrellas. 


BUT NONE OF US failed to 
steal an 'occasional glance to­ 
ward the signal light at the 
rear of the plane to see if we 
were getting the go-ahead to 
step out the back door to 
nothing.

Postal authorities are begin­ 
ning to make trouble for the 
purveyors of obscenity who 
are currently mis-using the 
U. S. mails to the tune of 
some $500.000,000 a year. 
It is going to take more 
time and effort and aroused 
public support and probably 
stronger laws before the gov­ 
ernment can immobilize this 
traffic in filth 'which, centers 
its greedy hands upon Amer­ 
ican youth. 
But some headway is being 
made. 
More complaints from more 
parents are being received by 
the Post Office with evidence 
on which it «can act. 
More arrests a. r e b e i n g 
made. 
Somewhat stiffer sentences 
are beginning to come from 
the courts. 


A YEAR AGO complaints, 
mostly from indignant fathers 
and mothers, against receiv­ 
ing in. the mails obscene mat­ 
ter or advertisements for ob­ 
scene m atter w h i c h w e r e 
neither solicited nor wanted, 
numbered 50.000. During the 
present fiscal year they total­ 
led 70,000. This doesn’t neces­ 
sarily mean that more filth 
went into the mails — that 
is hard to measure — but it 
suggests that there is greater 
resistance to receiving i t 
A year ago there were 293 
arrests for this kind of mis-use 
of the mails. This represented 
a 45 per cent increase over 
1957. In the last year, ending 
June 30, 1959, there were 315 
arrests. 
, 


UNTIL QUITE recently the 
Post Office has been handi- 
cappied at two points. First, 
the law permitted it to prose­ 
cute offenders only at t h e 
point of origin of the mail. 
Secondly, the courts were so 
consistently lenient that the 
sentences represented little 
more than an inconvenience 
or the fines a modest charge 
on business operations. 
The difficulties which the 
Post Office Department has 
experienced in trying to pros­ 
ecute mis-use of the mail by 
the obscenity purveyors were 
described by one official in 
these terms: 
“Even when the guilty were 
apprehended, little could be 
done against them because of 
the 
benign 
Interpretations 


handed down by c e r t a i n 
courts. These courts were no­ 
tably in Los Angeles and New 
York where the .great bulk .of 
the mail order business in ob­ 
scenity originates. Over the 
years their soft rulings egtab- 
lished virtual sanctuaries in 
which the dealers operated 
with impunity and in defiance 
of justice.” 


RUT NOW the Post Office 
Department is armed w i t h 
legislation which enables it 
to prosecute either at the 
point where the mail is receiv­ 
ed — where actual damage to 
children takes place — or at 
the place of origin. 


Armed with this authority., 
the department is beginning 
to make progress. During the 
last fiscal year it has carried 
out more than 14.000 separate 
investigations, of which some 
10,000 were based on com­ 
plaints sent in by aroused 
parents. 


THERE IS ALSO1 a trend, 
toward stiffer sentences, Eith­ 
er the courts are becoming 
more acutely aware of the re­ 
lationship of the commercial­ 
ized spread of obscenity to the 
increase 
in juvenile delin­ 
quency and other crimes or 
they are responding to public 
pressures. Whatever the cause 
the courts are not. as often let­ 
ting off offenders wúth bland 
sentences. 


Much more needs to be 
done, but those who seek to 
make money out of this crime- 
breeding traffic are getting a 
little worried.

WASHINGTON IUPB — The 
cranberry industry unveiled to­ 
day a plan aimed at putting the 
traditional cranberry back on.

TOSSED CASE OUT 
The defendants appealed to 
the District Court of Appeals, 
which ordered the case tossed 
out. The attorney general is 
now petitioning for a rehear­ 
ing. If this is denied, said Weis- 
sich, the attorney general in­ 
tends to appeal to the state Su­ 
preme Court. 
The appeal, signed by the at­ 
torney general and his assist­ 
ant, Clarence A. Linn, alleges 
that the appellate court has 
“fallen into error” in tossing 
out. the charges. 
“The facts in the case are 
simple,” says Mosk. “Chessman 
is a convicted felon imprison­ 
ed in San Quentin. He wants 
out. He wants George Davis 
to represent him. Davis wants 
a fee. The two enter into a. con­ 
tract in writing. Davis is to 
render services and Chessman 
is to reward him by writing 
his (Davis') biographv.

He urged Flemming, as one 
point in the plan, to make “a 
dedication to the American 
people that cranberries now in 
grocery stores are completely 
wholesome and free from blem­ 
ish of any sort.” 
Stevens said such a declara­ 
tion was necessary in order to 
“rever» the trend of fear hy­ 
steria.” 
‘BLACK MONDAY’ 
Flemming announced Nov. 9 
that portions of the Oregon and 
Washington cranberry c r o p 
contained the suspected chemi­ 
cal, Aminotriazole. Stevens re­ 
ferred to the announcement 
date as “Black Monday” for the 
cranberry industry. 
The four other points in the 
industry plan w ould assure con­ 
sumers that they were purchas­ 
ing pure berries, Stevens said. 
The industry’s five-point pro­ 
posal provides for: 
1. Continuation, of the ban on 
all use of Aminotriazole until 
pertinent facts concerning the 
drug, including its affect on hu­ 
man beings, have been deter­ 
mined.

MOSCOW

at all,” Khrushchev told a 
meeting of Soviet journalists. 
But the Soviet goverment is 
“ready to sink all this in the 


sea in the interests of insuring 
peace on earth,” he said, “if 
other countries will follow' our 
example.” 
Khrushchev’s 
speech 
was 
made Friday, but his text was 
not released until last night. 
The Soviet leader said he 
was making public the rocket 
production figure to back up 
I his 1958 announcement that 


j the Soviets were turning out 
! intercontinental ballistic mis* 
! siles. He did. not indicate whe- 
ther the plant he referred to 
i was producing all of the Sov­ 


iets’ nuclear-headed rockets. 
“Some in the West claim 
that the Soviet 
Union has 
changed its policy and there­ 
fore it has become easier to 
talk 
with 
us,” 
Khrushchev 
said. “This is wrong, of course. 
Communists we were born. 
Communists we live and will 
not die but continue to march 
onward as Communists.” 
Khrushchev said a sincere 
desire for peace, not any mili­ 
tar}', 
economic 
or 
political 
weakness, prompted the pro-' 
for total disarmament he 


presented to the United Na­ 
tions during his U. S. visit. 
Khrushchev said he was em­ 
powered to “sign immediately” 
a disarmament agreement dur- j 
ing his American visit. 
“I believe that President 
Eisenhower also wants this,” he 
continued, “but apparently he 
cannot do it because there are 
still strong quarters in the 
United States opposing dis- * 
armament.” 
In Washington, the Defense 
Department had no immediate 
comment on Khrushchev’s re­ 
port on Soviet missile produc­ 
tion. 
It was not clear whether the

The seven-year-old boy will 
enter Wills Eye Hospital next 
Wednesday to await a tragic 
fate that only a miracle could 
preclude. Jackie is a victim of 
cancer. 
When he was 13 months old 
his left eye was removed be­ 
cause of a malignant retino 
blastoma tumor inside it. 
Recently the disease struck 
Jackie in the right eye. Doc­ 
tors say it appears to be the 
same type of tumor, but they 
want to be sure. They’ll conduct 
tests before operating. 
The odds are against Jackie.

CHICAGO 0JP» — A record 
! breaking November cold snap 
held the East and South in an 
icy grip today and threatened 
skippers on the Great Lakes 
and the inland waterways with 
an early freeze-up. 
Great Lake freighters, trying 
| to make up for time lost by the 
steel strike, battled gale force 
winds and heavy ice to get vital 
ore shipments to the recently- 
opened mills, 
The water was already be­ 
ginning to freeze at the huge 
Duluth ore dock on Lake Su­ 
perior. 


TUGBOAT SINKS 
One tugboat sunk under the 
heavy weight of ice, a freighter 
was reported ice-bound in Lake 
Michigan and two barge tows 
had trouble getting through ice 
jams on the Mississippi River. 
One tow boat, the Virginia, 
was reported still ice-locked in 
the Mississippi two miles above 
Clinton.

Brazilian Composer 
Villa-Lobos Dies

R IO D E JANEIRO fUPD — 
Heitor Villa-Lobos, 
f o r m e r 
child prodigy who became a 
world famous composer, died 
here yesterday of uremia after 
a prolonged' illness. He was 75. 
The composer had been ill 
for more than a year and had 
suffered several cerebral hem­ 
orrhages during that time. 
Villa-Lobos, 
who made his 
debut as a cellist at the age 
of 12, took up the guitar in 
secret 
w h e n 
his 
widowed 
mother opposed' his learning 
to play the piano. He played at 
supper clubs and dance halls 
and went on to become one of 
Brazil’s foremost composers for 
the guitar. 
In the early 1930s, Villa- 
Lobos became an internation­ 
al figure In the world of music. 
After touring the provinces of 


Brazil he had gained an almost 
encyclopedic knowledge of Bra­ 
zilian folk music. 
A meeting with pianist Artur 
Rubenstein and two trips to 
Paris, in 1923 and 1929, furth-1 
er widened his musical outlook. 
Many of his guitar pieces were 
dedicated to the famous guitar- i 
ist. Segovia. Others were dedi- j 
cated to his wife, Mindinha. 
His w o r k s ranged from 
simple teaching exercises to 1 
opera and huge choral works j 
for orchestra, many etudes and 
preludes, sonatas, trios, quar­ 
tets, quintets, sextets, concerti 
and an octet. 
During visits to the United 
States and Europe, he conduct­ 
ed some of the world’s most 
famous orchestras, among them 
the New York 
Philharmonic 
and the Los Angeles and Bos­ 
ton Orchestras. 
His works included the fam­ 
ous 
“Bachianas 
Brasileiras,” 
four s y m p h o n y -o rc h e s tra l 
suites entitled 
“Discovery of 
Brazil,” “Concerto for Gmtar,” 
and the melodic “Magdalena ” 
which showed his modern tech.

Oysters Are 
An American 
Tradition Too 


'BACK TO INDIANS 
Cranberry Industry Afraid 
History Is Repeating 


PLYMOUTH, Mass. fUPO— 
About 400 years ago. long be­ 
fore cancer was ever heard of, 
a hungry Wampanoag Indian 
sampled a handful of wild Cape ¡ 
Cod cranberries. 
The Wampanoag’s initial re­ 
action, according to the legend, 
was instantaneous. The bitter 
taste was a little too much. 
The Indian thought at first 
that he had picked a one way 
ticket to the happy hunting 
ground, but time proved him 
wrong. He suffered no ill ef­ 
fects and the cranberry, doc­ 
tored a bit by Wampanoag 
chefs, soon became part of the 
tribe’s diet. 
The cranberry industry now 
is afraid that a portion of his­ 
tory is repeating itself. 
For 
grocers across the nation, are 
getting rid of their cranberries 
faster than the Cape Cod In­ 
dian. 
Despite assurances that most 
of the cranberry crop is un­ 
tainted, the announcement by 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare Arthur S. Fleming 
that some crops may be con­ 
taminated with a. possible can­ 
cer producing weed killer has 
dealt a stiff blow to the indus­ 
try which traces its origin to 
before Pilgrim days. 
When the Pilgrims came 


ashore at Plymouth Rock in 
1620, one of the first foods they 
received from, the Indians was \ 
cranberries. But the founding 
fathers made 
s o me quick j 
changes in the preparation 
method and cut down on the 
hitter taste of the berries. 
According to the historians, 
cranberries were right next to 
the turkey at the first Thanks- j 
giving. It wasn’t until 1816, ¡ 
however, that someone decided j: 
to cultivate the berries which 
grows in bogs with a light coat­ 
ing of sand spread over them. 
The cultivation techniques 
spread to New Jersey in 1.835, 
Wisconsin about 1853 and to 
the West Coast about 1885. 
Prior to cultivation, cranber­ 
ries grew wild in these states 
as well as in southeastern 
Mass. 
U n t i l the contamination 
scare, the biggest grower head­ 
aches were frost and drought. 
Cranberries grow in peat bogs 
with a sand coating for drain­ 
age purposes. Water for irriga­ 
tion and emergency flooding 
must be available in plentiful 
supply, which, is costly. 
The bogs are drained to be­ 
gin cultivation. After the seeds 
are planted, the grower must 
protect his vines for the next 3 
to 5 years before he can har­ 


vest a crop. An early frost or 
a drought of any proportion 
can wipe out the growers usual­ 
ly small profit margin. 
According to industry offi­ 
cials, that margin for the small 
grower now is just about gone. 
They fear many smaller firms 
will go under within the next 
few months since the contam­ 
ination scare came at a time of 
year when the industry real­ 
izes 60 per cent of its sales. 
“You might says,” one grow- 
er told UPI, “that they gave the 
cranberries back, to the In­ 
dians.” 


PUT EXTRA 
GLOW INTO

The Indians cultivated pump­ 
kins before the first white set­ 
tlers came to America and this 
easily grown and easily stored 
vegetable became a staple food 
for the settlers and. their cat­ 
tle. Pumpkin was the mainstay 
diet through some of the star­ 
vation years of those early 
days. 
Just stewed, and. mashed, as 
a daily menu item, on high 
days and holidays the pump­ 
kin, then as now, appeared as 
the chief ingredient of one of 
the great American, pies.

Combine 6 cups of sliced 
fresh apples with 1% cups of 
fresh cranberries in. a 10x6lax, 
2-inch casserole. Sprinkle with 
a mixture of 1% cups of sugar, 
% teaspoon of ground cinna- 


spoon of salt. Dot with 2 ta­ 
blespoons of butter or margar­ 
ine.
